Video Shows 9/11 Hijackers 


4 Pentagon attackers pass Dulles screeners before boarding 


WAS H I N GTO N I Surveillance video from Dulles 
Airport the morning of Sept. 11, 2001, shows 
four of the five hijackers being pulled aside 
to undergo additional scrutiny after setting 
off metal detectors but then permitted to 
board the fateful flight that later crashed 
into the Pentagon. 

The surveillance video, obtained by The 
Associated Press, shows an airport screen- 
er hand- checking the carryon baggage of 
one hijacker, Nawaf al-Hazmi, for traces of 
explosives before letting him continue onto 
American Airlines Flight 77 with his brother, 
Salem, a fellow hijacker. 


The disclosure of the video comes one day 
before the release of the final report by the Sept. 
11 commission, which is expected to include 
a detailed accounting of the events that day. 

No knives or other sharp objects are visible 
on the surveillance video. But investigators on 
the commission have said the hijackers at Dulles 
were believed to be carrying utility knives either 
personally or in their luggage, which at the 
time could legally be carried aboard planes. 

The video shows hijackers Khalid al- 
Mihdhar and Majed Moqed, each dressed 


conservatively in slacks and collared shirts, 
setting off metal- detectors as they pass 
through security. Moqed set off a second 
alarm, and a screener manually checked 
him with a handheld metal detector. 

Only Hani Hanjour, believed to have been 
the hijacker who piloted Flight 77, did not set off 
a metal detector as he passed through Dulles 
security that morning, according to the video. 

The AP obtained the video from the Motley 
Rice law firm, which is representing some 
survivors’ families who are suing the airlines 
and security industry over their actions in the

Tax Cut Bill Hits Deadlock 

President Bush and the Republican- 
controlled Congress deadlocked over 
tax cut legislation on Wednesday.

9/11 Panel Faults Systemic Failings 

Report will not place blame on Bush or Clinton

WASHINGTON I The Sept. 11 com- 
mission’s final report concludes the 
hijackers exploited “deep institu- 
tional failings within our govern- 
ment” over a long period but does 
not blame President Bush or former 
President Clinton for the mistakes, 
according to administration offi- 
cials familiar with the findings. 

The report, being released 
Thursday, describes the patience 
and determination of the hijackers 
and said they explored weaknesses 
in airline and border procedures, 
even taking test flights to see when 
cockpit doors were open. 

White House officials and con- 
gressional leaders were briefed on 
the report’s findings, and Bush is 
to receive a copy of the 575 -page 
report on Thursday. 

“It does not place blame on 
particular individuals or particu- 
lar incidents, but in fact it identi- 
fies institutional failings that have 


grown up over time about the way 
our government is organized,” one 
official said. 

It concludes that Bush and 
Clinton took the threat of al Qaeda 
seriously and were “genuinely con- 
cerned about the danger posed by 
al Qaeda,” the official said. It finds 
that neither president was to blame 
for failing to stop the attacks, which 
were the culmination of years of 
planning. 

As expected, the report will call 
for creating a Cabinet-level nation- 
al director of intelligence with 
authority over the CIA, FBI and 
other agencies. The White House 
administration is reserving judg- 
ment on that recommendation, and 
officials doubt it could be approved 
by Congress this year. 

Four administration officials 
briefed reporters on the content 
of the report on condition of ano- 
nymity.

General Rejects Idea of Larger Army 


Expansion would hurt 
modernization efforts, 
top eommander says 

WASHINGTON! Spending money on a 
permanent increase in Army troops 
would hamper efforts to modernize 
the service, the Army’s top general 
said Wednesday. 

Gen. Peter J. Schoomaker 
renewed the Pentagon argument 
that the military can get through the 
current high level of deployments 
with temporary increases such as 
mobilizing more National Guard 
and Reserve forces and encourag- 
ing more soldiers to re -enlist at the 


end of their duty. 

“We are growing the Army as 
fast as we can grow the Army,” he 
told the House Armed Services 
Committee. He 
was speaking at a 
hearing into Army 
transformation — 
the effort in recent 
years to switch from 
Cold War posture 
and make the ser- 
vice faster, lighter and more able to 
quickly deal with today’s threats. 

Against Bush administration 
wishes, the Senate and House have 
voted to add tens of thousands of 
troops to an Army stretched thin 


when the war on Iraq was launched 
on top of the global war on terror. 

The two different bills must still 
be reconciled. The Senate wants to 
add 20,000 soldiers and the House 
30,000 soldiers and 9,000 Marines 
to help solve the problem of an 
extremely high use of reservists 
as well as repeated and extended 
deployments for active duty and 
reserve. 

Schoomaker said the disagree- 
ment is not over whether the Army 
needs to be bigger, but over how to 
pay for it and whether “we should 
encumber ourselves ... in the out 
years with increased permanent” 
troop numbers, pauline jelinek (ap)

Militants Grab 6 Hostages 


Demand that India, Egypt and Kenya leave Iraq 


BAGHDADI Militants took six foreign 
truck drivers hostage and threatened 
Wednesday to behead them unless 
their company leaves Iraq and their 
countries — India, Egypt and Kenya 
— pull all their citizens out. 

The threat came two days after 
the Philippines withdrew its 51- 
troop contingent from Iraq, giving 
in to the demands of militants hold- 
ing Filipino truck driver Angelo dela 
Cruz. He was released Tuesday. 

A militant group calling itself 
“The Holders of the Black Banners,” 
announced Wednesday it had taken 
the two Kenyans, three Indians and 
an Egyptian hostage, and said it 
would behead a captive every 72 
hours beginning Saturday night 
if their countries do not announce 


their intentions to withdraw troops 
and citizens from Iraq. 

None of those countries is part 
of the U.S.-led coalition; however, 
interim Iraqi Prime Minister lyad 
Allawi appealed last week to India 
and Egypt to send troops. 

The six were drivers for a Kuwaiti 
company, the militants said. 

The threat to behead the hostag- 
es — and separate warnings against 
Bulgarian, Polish and Japanese 
troops — is the latest development 
in a violent campaign to scare off 
foreigners, who play a vital role in 
supporting the new U.S. -backed 
government, ravi nessman (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS

Saudis Say Head 
Is U.S. Hostage’s 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I Saudi 
security forces found the head of 
American hostage Paul M. Johnson 
Jr. in a freezer during a raid on a 
suspected al Qaeda hideout, offi- 
cials said Wednesday. 

The raid targeted the hideout 
of the Saudi al Qaeda chief, Saleh 
Mohammed al-Aoofi, and killed 
two other militants, the Interior 
Ministry said Wednesday.

Man claims Pentagon 
knew about group’s 
actions in Afghanistan 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Three Amer- 
icans went on trial Wednesday on 
charges they tortured eight prison- 
ers in a private jail, with the group’s 
leader saying he had tacit support 
from senior Pentagon officials. 

The U.S. military has said the 
men were freelancers operating 
outside the law and without their 
knowledge. An official from the 
U.S. Embassy observed the trial 
but declined to comment. 

Jonathan Idema, Brett Bennett 
and Edward Caraballo were arrested 
when Afghan security forces raided 
their makeshift jail in Kabul on July 
5. The prosecutor said cameras and 
weapons were seized at their hide- 
out, and that the Americans were 
“making a film on counterterror- 
ism.” He said Caraballo, 35, was a 
cameraman and that Bennett, 28, 
“seemed to be a journalist.” 

Standing before a three -judge 
panel in a heavily guarded Afghan 
national security court, the men 
listened quietly to the charges — 
including hostage-taking and “men- 
tal and physical torture.” Three of 
their former captives described 


being beaten, held under water 
and left without food. 

The Americans didn’t testify. But 
Idema said afterward that the abuse 
allegations were invented. He said 
his men had arrested “world-class 
terrorists” and that he was in daily 
contact with officials “at the highest 
level” of the Defense Department. 

Idema said a four- star Pentagon 
official named Heather Anderson 
“applauded our efforts” and wanted 
to place the group “under contract” 


— an offer they refused for fear it 
would limit their freedom to oper- 
ate. There are no four-star female 
officers in the entire U.S. military. 
The name Heather Anderson is not 
listed in the Pentagon phone book. 

Afghan and U.S. officials have 
left open whether the men might 
be sent to the United States to 
face charges. Judge Abdul Baset 
Bakhtyari adjourned the case for 
two weeks to give the defense time 
to prepare.

U.S. to Send Troops to 
Help Protect Olympics 


Athletes will be under 
exelusive proteetion of 
Greek seeurity forees 

ATHENS, GREECE I Responding to 
a request from Greece, the United 
States committed 400 American 
special forces soldiers to help pro- 
tect the Olympics, a U.S. counter- 
terrorism official said Wednesday, 
as Greek officials said security costs 
for the games swelled to a record- 
breaking $1.5 billion. 

It was not yet decided where 
the U.S. soldiers would be based: 
in Athens, on the nearby island of 
Crete or on alert in Europe. The 
decision on where to send the troops 
is mostly up to the Greek govern- 


ment, but will be made jointly with 
Gen. James Jones, the top NATO 
commander, said the official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Greek officials are seeking to find 
agreement on the politically sensi- 
tive issue of armed security forces. 
The issue facing Greek officials is 
how much extra foreign security to 
allow and how freely to let it oper- 
ate. Greece would have to bend laws 
prohibiting armed security beyond 
diplomatic protection. 

Public Order Minister Giorgos 
Voulgarakis insisted athletes will 
be under the exclusive protection 
of Greek forces. But he noted that 
foreign leaders can use their own 
armed guards as part of an estab- 
lished “security protocol.” (ap) 


Hawking Revises 
Black-Hole Theory 

D u B L I N I After 29 years of thinking 
about it, Stephen Hawking says he 
was wrong about black holes. 

The renowned Cambridge Uni- 
versity physicist presented a paper 
Wednesday arguingthatblackholes, 
the celestial vortexes formed from 
collapsed stars, preserve traces of 
objects swallowed up and could spit 
bits out “in a mangled form.” 

Hawking’s radical new theory 
caps his struggle to explain a para- 
dox in scientific thinking: How can 
objects really “disappear” inside a 
black hole and leave no trace, as he 
long believed, when subatomic the- 
ory says matter can be transformed 
but never fully destroyed? 

Hawking had previously insisted 
that black holes destroy all molecu- 
lar fingerprints of their contents and 
emit only a form of radiation, (ap)

Annan to Sudan: 
Subdue Fighters 


UNITED NATIONS I U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan urged Sudan 
on Wednesday to take immediate 
action to disarm Arab -backed mili- 
tias and warned that the interna- 
tional community may step in if it 
doesn’t move quickly. 

Annan and his special represen- 
tative in Khartoum, Jan Pronk, made 
clear they want a speedy restoration 
of security in the vast region where 
a 15 -month conflict has killed up 
to 30,000 people and forced more 
than a million to flee their homes. 
But neither set a deadline. 

Sudan’s government promised 
Annan in a July 3 agreement that it 
would crack down on the Janjaweed 


militia, but Pronk said the gov- 
ernment has made “no progress 
whatsoever.” 

“The international community 
must hold the government account- 
able, and hold it responsible for the 
commitments that it made,” Annan 
said. “If they fail to do that, I think 
the international community can- 
not sit back,” he added. 

The fighting began when two 
groups drawn from Darfur’s African 
tribes took up arms over what they 
regard as unjust treatment by the 
government. The Janjaweed began 
attacking black Africans, and some 
human rights groups have accused 
them of genocide, (ap)

Phone Companies Reach Deal 


Cellular giants agree to put conditions up front 


NEW YORK I Three of the nation’s 
largest cellular phone companies 
have reached a deal with 32 states, 
including Virginia and Maryland, 
that requires them to be more up 
front with customers in their adver- 
tisements and service plans. 

Verizon Wireless, Cingular 
Wireless and Sprint PCS will be 
required to provide more detailed 
coverage maps to consumers, give 


customers a two-week grace period 
to end service without penalty and 
offer full disclosure of service con- 
tract rates and conditions. 

The agreements end investiga- 
tions in the participating states that 
focused on allegations of mislead- 
ing advertising and a lack of dis- 
closure on rates, terms and con- 
ditions, said Colorado Attorney 
General Ken Salazar. 


Together, the three companies 
have about 85 million customers and 
provide service to more than half the 
nation’s wireless customers. 

Mobile carriers were the No. 2 
industry for complaints to Better 
Business Bureaus last year, after 
auto dealers. The industry had 
the second-lowest consumer sat- 
isfaction ranking, beating only 
cable providers, in the University 
of Michigan’s June consumer sat-

Capital One Plans 
To Lay Off 1,400 

RICHMOND, VA. I Capital One 
Financial said Wednesday it plans 
to lay off 1,400 call center workers 
and outsource their jobs to U.S.- 
based companies to save money. 

The McLean credit- card issuer 
said it will eliminate 30 percent of 
its call center workers by the spring 
to save money. About 1,100 workers 
will be laid off in Tampa, Fla., 160 in 
Dallas and 120 in Richmond. 

The layoffs are part of Capital 
One’s previously announced efforts 
to bring costs in line with its top 
competitors. The announcement 
came on the same day the company 
reported a 42 percent surge in sec- 
ond-quarter earnings, due largely 
to positive loan growth and a large

Parents May Face 
Car Theft Penalty 


D.C. mayor considers 
proposals to curb rise 
in juvenile joyrides 

WASHINGTON I Parents may get 
hit with penalties, as city officials 
continue efforts to rein in juvenile 
car thieves. 

District of Columbia Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams said 
Wednesday he has measures on 
his desk that include looking at 
requiring parents to lose their 
driving privileges if their kids are 
caught up in such thefts. 

“If your child is involved in kiddie 
car theft, then after the first offense 
there are certain measures, after 
the second offense there are certain 
measures,” Williams said. Providing 
a glimpse of additional steps that 


are being considered, the mayor 
continued, “These include parents 
and the loss of driving privileges.” 

On Monday, Williams declared 
that juvenile car thieves have cre- 
ated a crisis in D.C. He pledged to 
add law enforcement resources and 
take other steps to help neighbor- 
hoods and families affected by the 
thefts. He announced the initiative 
as Police Chief Charles H. Ramsey 
declared a crime emergency for the 
second consecutive summer. 

In the past three weeks, three 
people have been killed in collisions 
involving vehicles allegedly stolen 
by minors. Although car thefts in 
D.C. have declined by five percent 
this year, arrests of juveniles for 
unauthorized use of a vehicle have 
jumped ten percent since 2003.

MUSIC I Evanescence is one of 
those rare commercially success- 
ful bands that you can like without 
feeling ashamed. 

It’s hard to swing a bat (vam- 
pire, of course — this is the band 
that brought us “My Immortal”) 
on today’s airwaves without hit- 
ting Evanescence, which headlines 
Saturday night at Merriweather Post 
Pavilion. 


Headed by singer- songwriter 
Amy Lee, who is something of a 
goth Madonna, Evanescence has 
experienced all the turmoil and suc- 
cess of any other rock band since 
the April 2003 release of its debut 
album, “Fallen.” 

The Grammys and the millions 
of records sold haven’t come with- 
out internal strife: Late last year, 
the band’s perhaps aptly named 


CO -founder, Ben Moody, abruptly 
quit the group. 

Despite its troubles. Evanescence 
saves most of the drama for its 
music. Lee’s ethereal vocals bring 
to life lyrics that evoke such light- 
hearted themes as despair and sui- 
cide. And while Evanescence has 
distanced itself from its Christian 
rock beginnings, the music’s spiri- 
tual aspects are hard to miss.

M U S E u M S I These days, refurbishing 
a museum’s physical plant is often 
given as much importance as build- 
ing its collection. Many’s the institu- 
tion that loans out holdings to help 
finance construction. 

Local museums are old hands 
at the rent-out-’n’-remodel game, 
but “Palace and Mosque: Islamic 
Art from the Victoria and Albert 
Museum” finds the National Gallery 


of Art on the borrowing end, dis- 
playing treasures from London’s 
renowned museum of applied and 
decorative arts. 

The show’s last gallery reinforc- 
es the overarching idea of cultural 
exchange. A series of brass and silver 
gilt ewers with dragon-shaped han- 
dles shows centuries of influence cir- 
culating like tides between east and 
west, from Mongol-held western Asia 
to northern Europe to the Ottoman 
Mediterranean to Venice.

How important are cover let- 
ters when applying for a job? Do 
employers really read them? 

Well, it’s just a little introduction 
to yourself. I don’t think it ought 
to be much more than a page, sin- 
gle-spaced. Write something decent 
and succinct in a cover letter that 
shows you care about where you’re 
applying. And a basic one can be 
tweaked to fit the need for a vari- 
ety of applications. 

I’m in the fortunate position of hav- 
ing received a job offer, but it is 
from a company (Company A) I’m 
not that interested in. Company B, 
which I would love to work for, is 
calling my references. Should I tell 
Company B I have another offer to 
speed up the process? 

Well, I would not want to put 
undue pressure on Company B, but 
I think you can politely ask where 
things stand and mention in the 
process that you have an offer, but 
that if an appropriate offer is likely 
forthcoming you’d rather work at 
B. I think you might be able to get 
some sense of timing from B and 
even if not, certainly judge whether 
to accept from A.
